A V A SH IN G TO N — The two men who rule the 
Ciiifaeo undcrwoiid today aie Tony Accardo 
and Ja c k Guzik. Not only have they taken over 
the A’ast and profitable domain of A1 Capone 
along the shores of Lake Michigan, but they 
have spread out into the lush crime fields of 
Florida and California. 


F'lu r A oars ago Accardo an.l Guzik, long op- 
craling infoim ally as a team, legalized their 
partnership and notified the government that 
for the year 1946 they had earned a total of 
$130.000. The source of i-ds profit they listed 
meixdy as “ other income,” which poses an ob­ 
vious problem for Uncle Sam ’s tax collectors. 
Internal rc*venue soK'cd it that year by writing 
the following notation at the bottom of Guzik’s 
and Accardo’s tax letuim. 


The partners refused to divulge the source 
of the income. Insomuch as the partnership 
reports a substantial amount, the correctness 
of which is irnpossibb’ lo check, it i.s opincci 
that further inv'cstigation is impracticable. 
— Ned K lein, revenue agent. 


Tf tl^e ;-ec-clary of the treaiuary wanted to 
set up a : s>ecial tax .Tpiad to watch the big rack- 
eteer.':, and if C’ongress wanted to give him the 
money for this, the effect would be to bring 
considerably more revenue into the Treasury 
and ÍO hamper if not drive the hoodlums out 


of busine.ss. 
i"or no hoodlum can operate when he knows 
that internal revenue men are breathing dowm 
his neck every minute, not only watching his 
operations, but checking on his so-called busi­ 
ness deductions. The latter is t'ne Achilles heel 
of the undciAvorld. For the cliicf business de­ 
ductions of the hoodlums arc protection money 
paid to police and local politicians. This is not a 
legal business deduction under the tax laws, 
and by watching this, revenue agents not onl.y 
can JicJp clean up city politics, but help dri\e 
the hoodlums out of^ business. 
To illusirate, let’s, take a closer look at the 
profits of Ja ck Guzik, No, 2 inheritor of the 
old A i Capone rackets. Last year Guzik and A c ­ 
cardo reported an income of $278,667.89 from 
the Erie & Buffalo Co., which happens to be a 
policy wheel. This w'as operated by Caesar and 
Ltx> Bcnvenuti up until 1947, when their home 
was bombed. 
Tne reason their home was bombed was fairly 
obvious. Tliey were making loo much money. So 
the Guzik-Accardo crowd decided profits should 
be shared. They muscled in. 
Income tax returns at tins pioint make fairly 
clear what liappencd. After the 1947 bombing, 
Sam Pardy and Tom Manno took over the {lul- 
ley wlieei, leaving only small eommis."ions fur 
the two Benvenuti brot!ier.->. The real money 
went to the two men who muscled in, and the 
E rie and Buffalo company’s lax return under 
ITu'dy and IMaiino shows $278,667.89 paid as 
“ salaries, fees and commission for A. J. A c­ 
cardo.” 


Accardo then .^plit this w itii Guzik, giving the 
latter $134.207.54. Along with this revenue, G u ­ 
zik listed m his 1949 ta.x retuin an additional 
$25,599 whic'i 
he attributed simply to “ mi.s- 
ccllaiieous \aiious sources.” He al.'^o deducted 
$6,803.32 fill ciait’dbutioiis tliough iie didn’t list 
them by name, which is against I'egulations. 
Presumably Guzik ought to be careful about 
his income tax now, for he was sentenced to 
five years for tax evasion in 1930. This w'as in 
the Hoover administration, when tlie Treasuty 
was a lot tougher on gangsters than it is todav. 
Tiie Treasury at that lime asserted Guzik, then 
business manager of the Capone syndicate, net­ 
ted a million dollars during the years 1927-28-29, 
and owed the government $250,000. He got five 
years in Leavenworth, plus a fine of $17,500.

Those who remember well how futile ap ­ 
peasement proved to be in staving off World 
M fii li fmd it hard to understand the eagerness 
of today’.s appeasers. 


Both in Europe and Asia there arc sincere 
men who honestly believe that the w ay to meet 
Communist aggression is to make concessions 
to it. The idea, of course, is that if you give 
the R eds what they say they want, then they’ll 
stop bothering the w’orld and we can all have a 
secure peace. 


3 he supreme fallacy in this view is that Com­ 
munists, like any other tyrannical group bent 
on general conquest, never stop w'anting thing.s. 
Their ap]xdite can’t be satisfied until they have 
swallowed the globe. 


Vv hen H itler got what he supposedly w'anlcd at 
Munich— the 
German 
Sudetcniand 
region 
of 
Czechoslovakia— he genially announced to ti.e 
world that he had “ no further territorial am ­ 
bitions.” A few months later his armies marched 
into Prague, and soon lie was knocking at Po ­ 
land’s door. Had he gained Poland without a 
fight, there would have been some new demand 
by the Nazis upon the free woild. 


The technique of piecemeal, bloodless con­ 
quests was carefully refined by Hitler. He tried 
not to ask for too much at a time. Pcrhaos 
only the precipitate haste of his time schedule 
alarmed the democracies to the point W'hci-e 
they determined to support resistance to further 
iiggiession in 1939. 


H itler conceived his scheme of bloodle.ss in­ 
vasion with a cynical calculation. It was his 
belief that if an aggressor did not demand too 
much at once, concession to his demand might 
seem reasonable and ju.st. 


But as each succeeding demand was granted 
— for the same reason— there would, he felt, 
be le.ss and less point in holding out against 
the aggressor. I'he appeaser, having yielded so 
much, could not see the sense of turning about 
and 
resi.Ming fresh 
demands. 
He wmuld 
ask 
himself; “ W hy stand here, at Phase 3, when 
w'e did not stand at Phase 2?” 


Th.e men in the Krem lin have studied H itle i’s 
methods well; they practice them better than 
he did. People who believe these men would 
be satisfied by a single scries of concessions 
don t understand the working of the totalitarian 
mind. 


A n y lull gained by conccssoins to Stalin or 
5Iao w'ould be only temporary— until thev con- 
•sidered the moment light to seek new advances. 
Blackm ailers are not by nature a charitable 
bleed: tney do not take pity on their victims 
and let them rest. 


One can sympathize with the w ar weariness 
and fear which dictate an appeasing mood in 
some places. But there can be no sympathy for 
apcpasemcnt that is based on ignorance of” his­ 
tory. And in the end. if the free world is to 
save Itself, that mood must everywhere give w ay 
to a resolve not to be hoodwinked again by the 
t}rants who now’ confront us.

It is a reco gnized fact that many peo ple think 
o f religio n and Go d o nly in time o f difficulty. It 
is, o f co urse, always pro per to turn to Go d in 
tro uble. But it is hardly right to seek Him o nly 
when crises arise. That is like a neglectful so n 
who never co mes near his father ex cept when lie 
needs so mething. 
It is .Go d’s wish that we sho uld be co nstantly 
in to uch with him. Religio n is no t just a pro p in 
times o f emergency. It is the co ntinuo us co nscio us­ 
ness o f Go d, especially since He Himself is ever 
aware o f all that go es o n in the lives o f His 
creatures. 
Religio n is defined as a manifestatio n o f be­ 
lief in Go d. It implies, ho wever, much mo re than 
that. No o ne is truly religio us who do es no t live 
in clo se harmo ny with Go d. That, in turn, de­ 
mands a genuine lo ve o f Go d and a willingness 
to ho no r His co mmands. 
Lo ve o f Go d means cultivating His Friend­ 
ship thro ugh prayer and meditatio n. It means be­ 
ing ever aware o f His presence. It is sho wn by 
readiness to accept hardships o r blessings with 
equal grace. It is especially manifested in kind­ 
ness to ward o thers. A real so n o f Go d is a man 
o f actio n as well as prayer. Rather than being 
co ntent to live in a self-centered iso latio n, he wel­ 
co mes every o ppo rtunity o f sharing the burdens 
o f o thers. 
Besides stressing the bo nd o f charity that 
makes all men bro thers, genuine religio n calls 
fo r scrupulo us o bservance o f Divine law. There 
are so me who pro fess to be religio us yet fail to 
make a real effo rt to avo id sin o r o verco me seri­ 
o us faults. They seemingly igno re the fact that 
who ever vio lates any o f Go d’s laws is guilty o f 
breaking all— that Go d is no t served ex cept in 
co mplete fidelity. 
It sho uld be o bvio us that who ever earnestly 
seeks a co nstant fello wship with Go d will never 
have a “ho t-water bo ttle" type o f religio n. It will 
no t require a perso nal tragedy o r trial to bring 
him to the feet o f Go d. He will always be there. 
No r will his vo ice be raised in petitio n alo ne. 
Because he is human and weak, he will fo rever be 
asking Go d to help him in his daily tribulatio ns. 
But he will also be thanking Go d fo r His abund­ 
ant mercies. Mo re than that, he will be co nstant­ 
ly striving to recipro cate Go d’s lo ve by his o wn 
charity and zeal to ward his neighbo rs and by the 
purity and uprightness o f his perso nal co nduct.
